Unsatisfied with the response to 
the Histradrut resolution, Victor 
Packman forwarded a new com- 
munication to the Department of 
State and Missouri Congressmen 
in which he was sharply critical 
of the “generalities enunciated by 
the President . . Rewrote: “Words 
will evaporate when trouble hits, 
, but the horrible reality of destruc- 
tion by arms will remain as lives 
of the innocents are shattered.” 

“For America to stimulate an 
arms' race,” continued the letter, 
“Is as morally reprehensible as for 
one to encourage dope addiction. 
If our international policy is not 
based upon moral considerations*, in 
which humanitarian objectives are 
the dominant factors, the future is 
indeed grim for mankind.” 

So far he has received no reply 
on his second letter.

Rabbi Morgansteren Pur 
sues Studies As Others 
Have Done For 1700 
Years. 

A strong man with enduring 
energy, moving about his tasks 
swiftly and surely is Reb. Avrom 
Morgansteren. His large, dark eyes 
are set in an angular face — a 
kindly, religious countenance. He 
wears an ancient derby, and a blue 
coat now faded. 

Every morning he rises at 6:00 
o’clock. He starts the fire in the 
kitchen, warms himself for a mo- 
ment, and reads. Soon he hurries 
downstairs and leaves the house. 

As he enters the well-lighted 
synagogue. Rabbi Morgansteren is 
greeted by the other worshippers 
who await him. All sit down at a 
long table, and he speaks to them,

explaining his version of the 
Talmud. The others ask him ques- 
tions, and he answers them thought- 
fully, often stroking his beard, smil- 
ing sagely. 

The Beth Hamedrash Hagodol 
Synagogue, 5877 B a r t m e r Ave., 
founded in 1877, is a center of 
Talmudic learning. Abraham Mor- 
gansteren and many other Talmudic 
scholars find daily stimulation in 
expounding the Talmud, first com- 
piled nearly 1700 years ago. 

It was about the end of the sec- 
ond centui*y of the Christian era, 
when Rabbi Judah Hanasi (The 
Patriarch) contemporary of Mar- 
cus Aurelius and great-gi'andson of 
Rabbi Gamliel, undertook the task 
of selecting and editing the Oral 
Law, which until then had been 
preserved by memory. Rabbi Hanasi 
added much of his own thinking 
and that of his contemporaries. 

This compilation became known 
as the Mishnah (Teaching) as dis- 
tinguished from the Biblical col- 
lection of the Written Law usually 
termed Mikra (Reading). 

The schools and academies would 
utilize the Mishnah, by building a 
prolonged discussion on one state- 
ment, endeavoring to discover the 
origin of the idea in earlier Rab- 
binic‘S documents. 


Rabbis then, as they still do at 
Beth Hamedrah Hagodol and other 
traditional synagogues, would point 
out contradictions, reconcile in- 
geniously irreconcilables, and prove 
a point by better casuistry. For 
three hundred years, minutes of 
these saintly discussions were kept. 

The invasion of Huns caused 
anxiety that all written treasurers 
would be lost. Rav Ashi (352-427) 
then devoted his entire life to edit- 
ing these “minutes” which ulti- 
mately formed a kind of super- 
structure on the foundation of the 
Mishnah, and became known as the 
“Gemara” (Study). 

Ashi labored for more than fifty 
years on the Gemara compilation 
and its revision. Disciples and 
rabbis continued his work for a 
century after his death, until what 
we now call “The Talmud” was put 
into final form. 

“Avrom” Morgansteren and thou- 
sands like him devote years to the 
study of the Talmud, . which takes 
seven years to read — a page a 
day. Morgansteren returns only at 
9:00 a. m. for breakfast; after 
hours of study. 

He has mellowed through the 
years. Formerly the only protec- 
tion against all kinds of weather 
was the old derby; now he must 
rely on winter clothes. He used to 
have a sharp temper, but life and 
religion curbed the edges. He 
praises no one, expecting no praise 
in return. He tries to give perfec- 
tion and takes it for granted in 
others. 

After dinner he once more goes 
to the synagogue, where he 
“davens” and “minches.” If some- 
one differs on a Talmudic point, he 
will argue, forgetting the hot meal 
at home, which has been cooked 
and recooked. 

The only other diversion is a 
light radio program or two for Mor- 
gansteren before he returns to his 
beloved Talmud. 

His happiest time at home is Fri- 
day. In the late afternoon Rabbi 
Morgansteren takes his Shabbos 
clothes from the closet, dresses 
carefully and attends “Kabalah 
Shabbos.” Upon his return the fam- 
ily assembles for the Kiddush. 
which he sings, pouring his heart 
into evei*y word. 

Rabbi Morgansteren tells of the 
happiest day of his life, his mar- 
riage, and his saddest when his 
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wife passed away. 

It was on Yom Kippur. He was 
just about to sing the Kol Nidre 
at the synagogue. Mother Morgan- 
steren had suffered a heart attack 
that morning. In the late after- 
noon, when it had turned dark, 
she tried to leave her bed to light 
the candles. It was too much. 

They came to Shul for him. 

He did not sing that evening. 
His children couldn't comprehend. 
As always, they turned to him for 
comfort and wisdom, and he found 
the right words, his own philosophy 
of life: “The Lord in his judgment 
will be correct.” “Gam Zule Tovo.”

Jewish Appeal will 
hold Its Annual National Con- 
ference this Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday, m New York.

the stage for the UJA’s 1^5 nation 
wide campaign, which will come as 
the seventeenth annual drive in 
behalf of Israel, and distressed and 
refugee Jews in other parts of the 
world.

ited Europe, Israel and North 
Africa, adopt a financial goal for 
the 1955 drive, and elect officers 
for the forthcoming campaign. 

In addition, the delegates will 
hear from a number of outstanding 
personalities, among them Bruce 
McDaniel, former director of the 
United States Foreign Operations 
Mlssiou to Israel; Israel Finance 


Ignoring the protests of large seg- 
ments of the German population, 
particularly German trade unions, 
neo-Nazis are testing their strength 
in election campaigns, publications 
and public rallies.

Unions Protest

The American Jewish Committee 
cabled the Berlin Jewish Commu-

Germany and the free world join 
with us in deploring these manifes- 
tations of Nazism which san only 
weaken democracy in its struggle 
with Communist totalitarianism.' 
copy of the cablegram was also sent 
to James B. Conant, U. S. High 
Commissioner to West Germany. 

West Berlin police have warned 
that any election rally marked by 
anti-Semitism or neo-Nazism would 
be broken up by riot squads. 

The announcement came amid 
growing storm of protests against 
the outbreak of violence and anti- 
Semitism at a rally held by the 
rightist German party. 

Spectators who refused to sing 
the first verse of “Deutschland 
Ueber Alles” were dragged from 
their seats, beaten and called “Jew- 
ish swine.” Party “sergeants-at- 
arms” wore tight-fitting breeches, 
jackboots, field-gray shirts and 


black ties. 

Mr. Henry Edward Schultz, na- 
tional chairman of the ADL, de- 
clared reports that the Nazis-pat- 
terned incidents at the German 
Party rally and the systematic 
withholding of indemnification pay- 
ments to victims of Nazi persecu- 
tion, while former Nazis are re- 
warded, indicate that many Ger- 
mans are again willing to utilize 
the old Hitlei-Goebbels methods for 
political purpose. 

Tio-Up With U. S. Bigots 
Reporting on German develop 
meats, Schultz cited the existence 
of an organized propaganda tie-up 
between neo-Nazi leaders in Ger 
many and professional anti-Semites 
in the United States.

YOU and YOUR CHILD

The training of children in 
proper eating habits is so simple 
that one marvels at the host of 
disorders and food fads that one 
encounters. With ordinary confi- 
de^e in the child’s hunger as an 
” ^appetizer, the 

j food which has 
; been prepared for 
, the meal is pre- 
sented pleasantly 
on the assump- 
tion that it will 
be eaten to the 
extent needed to 
satisfy that hun- 
ger. Ordinarily, 

I one allots twenty 
minutes to a 
rneal. Less than 
that shortens the social side and 
means too rapid intake and some 
strain on the gastro-intestinal sys- 
tem. Beyond a half hour it be- 
comes less eating, and more social- 
izing. As time passes and the child 
does not eat, the adult reaction 
may make it a progressively more 
uncomfortable social situation for 
both. If a fair amount of'* stimu- 
lation, encouragement, and help 
doesn't lead to a maintained inter- 
est-in the eating process, it is best 
to terminate the meal pleasantly

Variety Is bnportxint 
While it is important to §erve 
foods which the child likes, it is 
wise also to plan a wide variety, 
including an occasional choice 
which may be disliked. It does not 
matter if food is not consumed, or 
if the child occasionally goes hun- 
gry. Changes in food, once it is 
served, really must be avoided. It is 
also wise to serve small portions 
of the undesired and larger por- 
tions of the desired foods. Eating 
between meals should be discour- 
aged for children with finicky ap- 
petite. Strong yearnings for sweets 
after a poor meal, or unbearable 
cravings for food, which simply 
must be satisfied before a meal, 
are usually strong indications of 
some disturbance, if they are 
chronic. An occasional manifesta- 
tion is harmless. 

Habits Established Early 
Bad eating habits are established 
in early childhood because parents 
are unable to follow these simple 
instructions. Even if they intellec- 
tually accept the above and hon- 
estly and sincerely attempt to ap- 
ply them, they may find themselves 
unable to do so because of their 
own feelings and conflicts. 

Do as I say, not as I do, never 
did work with raising children. 
Parents themselves often (1) react 
to eggs as though they are poison- 
ous; or (2) make a big production 
of dieting, and dramatically avoid 
bread, potatoes, spaghetti and fats; 
or (3) simply can't stand the sight 
of chicken, and (4) subsist on a 
steady diet of steak and chops with 
french fried potatoes, or (5) chron- 
ically leave part of their portions 
on the plate; or (6) shudder at the 
sight of milk; or (7) habitually call 
before supper to advise they will 
be late and “get started without 
me.’’ In such families children 
can’t eat well.

There was also a time when the 
child physically nourished off the 
mother’s body. The mother-child 
relationship had a biological basis 
Feelings about being a good or a 
bad mother, of being an adequate 
or inferior woman may be stimu- 
lated if the newborn infant is not 
well formed, healthy, of adequate 
size or of good appetite. Being un- 
able to breast feed adequately, or 
finding the breast rejected or of 
insufficient interest may disturb a 
woman deeply at the foundation of 
her relating to the child. In addi- 
tion to being concerned about her 
possible inferiority or badness, she 
may also attribute to the child 
these qualities. Under the goad of 
such fears, she tries harder and 
harder to get the child to eat and 
soon we have problems. By the 
time the child is three or four, the 
pattern may be well established, 
even though the scene of the drama 
has moved from nursery to dining 
room. The mother’s drive replaces 
the hunger drive. Pretty soon, eat- 
ing is a favor to the mother rather 
than a pleasurable physiological 
function. As with all tyrants, self- 
confidence and strength is needed 
to protect oneself, and them, from 
themselves. 

Early Help Lnportant
